Germany has no t been v erv successful at it, 
no r has any o ther natio n, fo r any length o f 
tirrfe. 
The fo llo w ing is taken fro m the edito rial: 
A “ managed” currency , we use-d to bp to ld, 
was o ne that wo uld bring o rder o ut o f laissez- 
faire chao s. 
Instead o f being absurdly tied 
to go ld, its v alue wo uld be determined bv so me 
great disinterested brain o r set o f brains in the 
central go v ernment. 
Currency management, it 
is no w' generally agreed, has reached its highest 
po int o f tho ro ughness in Germany , and Ger­ 
many has tidied and simplified ev ery thing bv 
creating six teen different marks with six teen 
different v alues, 
depending 
upo n 
who o wns 
them, ho w he go t them and what he wants to 
spend them fo r. 
No w Germany has created o ne mo re mark, 
the “ trav el” mark. 
Unlike mo st o f its co usins, 
the new unit is the result no t o f German initia­ 
tiv e but o f the suggestio n o f her credito rs. The 
v ario us “ blo cked” marks came into ex istence 
after the financial co llapse o f 19 31, when it 
was fo und that Germany co uld no lo nger meet 
the wild scramble o f her credito rs to withdraw 
all at o nce the immense to tal o f lo ans they 
had so o ptimistically made to her. 
She and 
her credito rs then came to a “ standstill” agree­ 
ment, which has been renewed with mo difica­ 
tio ns each v ear since then.

throu g h the depression, a s m en’s 
h earts have despaired, they have 
been g roping —u nconsciou sly 
per­ 
haps. bu t none the less patiently— 
fg r the tru th th at is expressed by 
the President in these lines: 
“No g reater thing cou ld come to 
ou r land today than a revival of 
the spirit of relig ion—a revival th a t 
w-ou ld sw'eep throu g h the hom es of 
th e nation and stir the h e arts of 
m en and wrotnen of all fa ith s to a 
reassertion of th eir belief in God 
and their dedication to H is will for 
them selves and for th eir world, 
I 
dou bt if there 1b any problem —so ­ 
cial, political or econom ic — th a t 
wou ld not m elt aw ay before the 
fire of su ch a spiritu al aw aken­ 
ing .” 
Mr. Roosevelt is not exag g erat­ 
ing the possibilities. 
H e is g iving 
a hint th a t relates to a practical 
task of g overnm ent itself. 
For in 
his own adm inistration he h as seen 
the fires of class w arfare kindled, 
he has seen the effects of a rbitrary 
g overnm ent action, and he has felt, 
on the other hand, th a t no t a little 
of the opposition to his policies 
has come from m en who stu bbornly 
refu se to yield g rou nd in th e com ­ 
mon interest. 
The difficu lty arises 
in interpreting w hat is tru ly the 
“common interest" and in u nder 
standing how the m isu se of the 
term freq u ently bring s disinteg ra­ 
tion and disorg anization instead of 
u nity and prog ress. 
The ideal a t ­ 
titu de, of cou rse, w as ou tlined in 
this parag raph of Mr. R oosevelt’s 
speech: 
"I like to think of ou r .cou ntry 
as one home in which th e interests 
of each m em ber are bou nd u p with 
the happiness of all. 
W e ou g ht to 
know by now th a t the w elfare of 
you r fam ily 
or m ine 
cannot 
be 
bou g ht 
a t the sacrifice 
of ou r 
neig hbor's fam ily; th a t ou r well­ 
being depends, in th e long ru n, u pon 
the w ell-being of ou r neig hbors.” 
It is th is doctrine, involving as 
it does a carefu l and ju s t applica­ 
tion of hu m an rig h ts in property, 
which tou ches nearly every prob­ 
lem of a social, political or eco­ 
nom ic ch aracter confronting g ov­ 
ernm ent today. 
Hence, a spiritu al 
backg rou nd becom es a prereq u is­ 
ite to fairness, to ju stice, to sin­ 
cerity, to the adm inistratio n of law, 
to the eq u al protection of all classes 
of people, in short, to g ood g overn­ 
m ent in A m erica.
